"HANDY" TIP FOR ICOM USERS

If you own one af the ICZA, SA, 4A, or OZAT series Hand-helds, you 
may be interested in reading on. 


I know my hearing is pretty good, but have you ever tried to 
listen ta the audio caming sut of your speaker mike on the above 
ICOM! s? Far the most part it’s pretty law. I may be the last guy to 
figure out a cure for this, but here it is anyway. , 


On the O2ZAT etc., there is a groove on the back near the top of 
the rig that is just the right size to accept the HM9 speaker mike 
turned 930 degrees so that the mike plug fits in that groove in the rear 
af the riq. Thus allowing all the audio ta be heard from the internal 
speaker of the rig, usually much better than the speaker mike. 


Naw, in the case of the 2A series etc., the fix is more complex. 
These rigs don’t have that handy groove built in, so I decided a groove 


had to be made to accept this configuration. I thought long and hard, 
about a minute, before getting the "Dremel" cut and making my own slot 
or groove, It works well on both hand-helds I have. In fact, you can 


hook wp an external speaker for even more loudness in the auta.

‘Line World of Dx 


Abl TRREVERENT LOOK INTO PXERS 


Let’s @xamine the DxXer for a moment. It is already well known 
that DxXers are the brightest and most agile aficionados of the radio 
sport. Given this fact, why do they torture themselves so much? Is it 
that struggle give rise to strength and pride? The answer to this is 
YES; yet that is not the only component of a DxXer’*s drive. There is 
another facet, even more important and also mysterious. You see, the 
DXer has a disease. A DXer is bitten by a mysterious, invisible 
organism that results in a disease process known as "DXitis." Far more 
serious than such minor maladies as appendicitis or meningitis, DXitis 
1s terminal. I can personally attest to the fact that there 1s no 
known cure for Dxitis. Even super doses of the newer antibiotics, 
which can knock out many other dreaded diseases, wont even Louch 
Dxitus. A brief summary Gof signs and symptoms will aid thage who. tor 
any reason, need to male the diagnosis. 


If a DX club repeater frequency being monitored anywhere in the 
home 16 activated, the DXer responds with a snap of his head and a 
remarlable extension af the ear closest the the VHF rig. REASON: A 
country and frequency may be put out by a club member who is tuning, 
Gr some gossip, about how so and sa gat his 7Q7 USL may be arrecd. A 
Dker cannot afford to miss this type of information. To see a persan’s 
head move so fast and to see a human ear stretch is really a marvelous 
sight. 


If a DXer comes across a pileup where the DX station is not 
identifying himself, and, in addition, the stations working him are 
also not identifying the DX station, there is a problem. Upon not 
knowing who the DX station is, the DXer always develops deep. anxious, 
tense frown and begins perspiring profusely. He also becomes grouchy. 


If a DXer stumbles onto a spread-out pileup indicating that the 
DK station 16 operating split frequency, and the Dxer can’t find the 
DX frequency, his hands and body start to vibrate and shake violently, 
resulting in erratic tuning of the HF knob. The result. ta Chat finding 
the DX station 1s even more diffreult. 


lf & rere DX station 16 sending CW fasler than a Der can copy, 
the DXer develops what 1s called the "Acute Death Fraght Syndrome. " 
This syndrome is very serious and can only be relieved in ane of two 
ways: The DXer suddenly realizes that the DX station is sending slow 
enough so that at least he can recognize his own call if he gets 
through or someone announces the DX call om VHF, and the DXer realizes 
it is a station he doesn’t need. 


Family and friends of a DXer may see other, more subtle signs 
when the Dxer is not by his rig. On a trip or vacation the DXer’s 
spouse may notice, at meals for example, a silent far away stare anda 
glaze on the DXer’s eyes. This is because the DXer knows an expedition 
is on and even though he’s on vacation he is absolutely miserable. 
Friends who meet with a DXer regularly-say, for a weekly golf 


game-often find the DxXer late (if he shows up at all) with peculiar 
excuses such as,"I had something extra to do at the office." (Whoever 
heard a golfer missing 4 game for work?) 

The friends of a DXer may take these excuses for years, never 
realizing there is a deeper, stronger call: the fatal pull of DX. 


This is the law af DXing 
That only the strong shall thrive; 
That surely the weak shall perish, 
And only the Deserving survive.
